Alaska Land 


Deal Clears 


House Hurdle 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — Leg­ 
islation to settle the aboriginal 
land claims of Alaska natives 
has cleared its highest hurdle 
in Congress after being around 
over 20 years. 
The House passed Wednesday 
334 to 63, a bill to give 55,000 
Eskimos, 
Aleuts 
and 
Indians 
$925 
million 
and 
40 
million 
acres. 
This 
would 
settle 
natives’ 
claims of title through historic 
use and occupancy to most of 
Alaska’s 
325 
million 
acres, 
which the United States bought 
from Russia in 1867 for $7.2 
million. 
The bill was sent to the Sen­ 
ate, which passed a claims bill 
last year and soon will consider 
another, more liberal $1-billion 
measure that has the Senate In­ 
terior Committee’s approval. 
The bill passed by the House, 
a compromise w'ritten by the 
House Interior committee, calls 
for cash payments totaling $425 
million in 10 years, $500 million 
in mineral royalties and 40 mil­ 
lion acres. 
Natives would be permitted 
under the House bill to pick 18 
million acres immediately for 
expansion of about 200 villages. 
The 
remaining 
22 
million 
acres would become available 
after Alaska completes selec­ 
tion of 103 million acres of land 
granted 
under 
its 
statehood 
law. 
Native 
commissions 
would 
handle the award monev. Po­ 
tential projects and uses would 
include hospital and school con­ 
struction. water and sewer fa­ 
cilities, and a variety of loans 
and grants. 
Although nothing in the legis­ 
lation would affect construction 
of the proposed Alaska oil pipe­

5 Americans 


Die In Combat 


During Week 


SAIGON (A P) — Five Ameri­ 
cans were killed in combat in 
Vietnam last week, the lowest 
weekly death toll in more than 
six y ears, the U. S. Command 
announced today . 
The death toll, three less than 
the week before, reflected the 
low level of fig hting involving 
American troops as well as the 
continuing withdrawal of U.S. 
forces from Vietnam. 
The death toll was the lowest 
since the first week in Aug ust 
19 65, 
when

were killed in action. However, 
the total of American wounded 
increased la st week to 8 4, the 
command said.

Die In Combat 


During Week 


SAIGON (AP) — Five Ameri­ 
cans were killed in combat in 
Vietnam last week, the lowest 
weekly death toil in more than 
six years, the U. S. Command 
announced today. 
The death toll, three less than 
the week before, reflected the 
low level of fighting involving 
American troops as well as the 
continuing withdrawal of U S. 
forces from Vietnam. 
The death toll was the lowest 
since the first week in August 
1965, 
when 
three 
Americans 
were killed in action. However, 
the total of American wounded 
increased last week to 84, the 
command said. A total of 72 
wounded had been reported the 
week before. 
The U.S. Command also re­ 
ported 15 American servicemen 
died last week of nonhostile

However, colonists of New England were to 
take the initiative a few years later in mak­ 
ing fathers and mothers individually respon­ 
sible for prevention of illiteracy. Laws in 
Massachusetts Bay, Connecticut, and else­ 
where made it obligatory that parents, where 
schools were lacking, teach "their children 
and apprentices perfectly to read the English 
tongue.” Court records in the 17th century 
attest that parents were brought to book for 
neglect of this duty. 
Education and religion were entwined in 
English America (as in the earlier Spanish 
colonies at Florida and the Southwest), and 
the Cathecism, the Testaments, the Psalter 
were m ost commonly used books of elemen­ 
tary instruction both in schools and homes. 
However, some other means of 
teaching existed in 17th century 
America, as indicated below. 
The "hornbook,” long used in 
the Old World, was transplanted 
to Americaby English colonists. 
It [see example at right] was not 
a book in a present-day sense, 
but one sheet encased in trans­ 
parent horn-strip. Besides the al­ 
phabet in capital and small let­ 
ters, followed by combinations of 
vowels and consonants to form 
common syllables, there was the 
Lord's Prayer, and sometimes Ro­ 
man numerals. 
An old European primer, Rev. 
J ohn Comenius’ Visible World, was a 
model for a New-England Primer I see 
page at left] that became fundamental 
in teaching for 150 years after 169 0.

ing fathers and mothers individually respon­ 
sible for prevention of illiteracy. Laws in 
Massachusetts Bay, Connecticut, and else­ 
where made it obligatory that parents, where 
schools were lacking, teach “their children 
and apprentices perfectly to read the English 
tongue.” Court records in the 17th century 
attest that parents were brought to book for 
neglect of this duty. 
Education and religion were entwined in 
English America (as in the earlier Spanish 
colonies at Florida and the Southwest), and 
the Cathecism, the Testaments, the Psalter 
were most commonly used books of elemen­ 
tary instruction both in schools and homes. 
However, some other means of 
teaching existed in 17th century 
America, as indicated below. 
The “hornbook,” long used in 
the Old World, was transplanted 
to Americaby English colonists. 
It [see example at right] was not 
a book in a present-day sense, 
but one sheet encased in trans­ 
parent horn-strip. Besides the al­ 
phabet in capital and small let­ 
ters, followed by combinations of 
vowels and consonants to form 
common syllables, there was the 
Lord’s Prayer, and sometimes Ro­ 
man numerals. 
An old European primer, Rev. 
John Corneous’ Visible World, was a 
model for a New-England Primer [see 
page at left] that became fundamental 
in teaching for 150 years after 1690.

Neruda, Chilean poet, diplomat 
and strong Marxist, won the 
1971 Nobel Prize for Literature 
today.

At 67, Neruda is regarded as 
Latin America’s greatest living 
poet and had been a candidate 
for the Nobel Prize for two dec­ 
ades.

(AP) — A 
young library clerk and a park 
maintenance man who decided 
to get involved are sharing a 
$25,000 reward for information 
which led to the arrest of a 
triple slayer.

ATHENS (AP) — Vice Presi 
dent Spiro T. Agnew says that 
if Congress votes a ban on U.S. 
military aid to Greece, he be­ 
lieves President Nixon’s author­ 
ity to override it “ would have 
to be exercised” for the sake of 


American security. 
“Not only do I think that mil­ 
itary aid to Greece is a matter 
of overriding importance to the 
United 
States,” 
Agnew 
told 
newsmen Tuesday night as he 
flew to the island of Crete, “ but 


the President in resuming ... 
and continuing aid to Greece at 
the present time has already 
determine*! that for him self.” 
Reports of Agnew s airborne 
news conference were embar­ 
goed until today. 
“I don’t want to imply that 
the President is going to fl> in 
1 the face of congressional opin- 
J ion 
because the Congress has 
left him an option to exercise 
which I think he will exercise 
without 
question,” 
the

president said.

Agnew said that Greece is 
“ an absolutely essential line of 
defense” to Western security, 
particularly in view of growing 
Soviet naval power in the Medi­ 
terranean. He said Greek bases 
and alliance with Greece are 
“vital and crucial and singular 
matters of our security.” 
The vice president also said 
that to his surprise, he had re­ 
ceived no requests from Greek 
officials for increased U.S. mili­ 
tary’ aid.
